Congressman Calls

Washington (sff)—Rep. Jackson 


(R-Calif) declared 
today that a 


motion picture is being 'filmed 
"under Communist auspices" at 
Silver City, N. M., and said it will 
be "a new weapon for Russia.." 


Jackson, a member of the House, 


Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, said in a speech prepared for 
House delivery that he will do 
everything in his power to prevent 
the film, whose title he does not 
know, from being shown in public 
theaters. 


He said the picture is being 


made by the. Independent Produc- 
tion Corp., and -is being financed 
by "the independent United Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers union, 
which was expelled from the CIO 
several years ago on the ground 
it was .Communist-dominated. 


"I have received reports of the 


sequences filmed to date . . . and 
it depicts exactly what might be 
expected from a group of Com- 
munists engaged in making of a 
motion picture," Jackson said. 


Backers of the production have 


called tt "an historic film" and 
said "no trade union has ever be- 
fore .attempted to make a feature- 
length story film."

GAMMA GLOBULIN 


Gamma globulin, a derivative of blood, and a new 


ind powerful weapon against poliomyelitis, will cost 
lie Red Cross this year about $7,000,000 above its 
)ther budgetary requirements to expand its defense 
)lood collections to provide the maximum amount of 
jlobulin necessary. 


The Office of Defense Mobilization has requested 


he Red Cross, with its extensive experience and 
lation-wide blood collecting facilities to enter this 
)roject to spare children a lifetime of handicap. 


It takes a little more than one pint of whole blood 


.o produce an average dose of gamma globulin. This 
jlobulin contains antibodies that attack the polio 
rirus, and one dose may protect an individual 
igainst the paralysis from polio for the period of the 
second through the fifth week following injection. 


Since the need for globulin will far exceed the 


supply, the government has named the Red Cross as 
an allocating and distributing agency to provide 
equitable distribution. ,And the Red Cross must con- 
tinue collecting blood at the rate of five million pints 
A year. 


How successful this effort will be depends upon 


the generosity of the donors to the Red Cross—in 
money as well as blood, since both are needed so 
Red Cross services will be ready where and when 
they are needed.

Share-the-Cost Flood Control 
Is Sure of Fight in Congress

WASHINGTON— (NEA) — A sensational recommendation that the 
" states and local communities receiving primary benefits from 
federal flood control projects be assessed for a fair share of the 
assistance they get from such public works is contained in the final 
report of the Missouri River Basin Survey Commission, just released. 


If this reform could be adopted as national policy it would go a 


long way towards ending the worst abuses of pork-barrel legislation 
in which ajl federal taxpayers are assessed for benefits to local areas. 
Flood-control appropriations now run half a billion dollars a year. 


This revised policy would be >n line with other Eisenhower ad- 


ministration ideas to gel the federal government out of the business 
of doing for various specialized groups of people what they should 
do for themselves. But such a reform is sure to meet with tough 
opposition in Congress. 


Many congressmen a re .elected to office on the basis of their ability 


or their promises to get federal appropriations for their districts and 
states. The National Rivers and Harbors Congress, which has among 
its leaders many senators and representatives from the most fre- 
quently flooded ureas, is a highly organized lobby. 


The idea that federal expenditures for flood control and navigation 


are "nonreimbursable" has now been pretty well established as 
national policy. 


old pattern was that the federal government bore all the 


construction costs, but local governments provided the land and 


the rights of way. 
In 1936, however. ex-Vice President Albcn 


Barkley, then a senator from Kentucky, got through a bill for some 
minor flood-control work in his state< with the provision that the 
federal government pay 100 per cent of the costs, including site 
costs. That was the break in the dike. 


From 1938 on. the federal government has borne 100 per cent of 


the flood-control cost allocation on major dams and reservoirs. From 
1941 on. state and local governments have been required to provide 
only site and maintenance costs on purely local protective works. 


It is not now the recommendation of the Missouri Basin Com- 


mission that the full cost of major dams and reservoirs be made 
reimbursable by local groups benefiting from such public works. 
Only that share which is properly attributable to flood control would 
be assessed against the beneficiaries. 


This is now the way in which public power, irrigation and local 


water supply system costs are handled on multi-purpose dams. 
PUTTING flood control and navigation costs on a similar reim- 


bursable basis is now the aim of the Missouri Basin Commission. 
How much influence this part of the Missouri Basin Commission's 


recommendation will have is problematical. The 11-man Commis- 
sion was appointed by President Truman in 1952. Its chairman was 
James L. Lawrence. Lincoln, Neb., editor. 
Having now filed its 


report, it has gone out of business. 


Democratic Sen. Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., of Missouri, who was 


vice chairman, is calling the five congressional members of the 
Commission together to draw up legislation to carry out its recom- 
mendations. The other congressional members are Senators James 
E. Murray (D.. Mont.) and Milton R. Young (R., N. D.); Represen- 
tatives Wayne Aspinwall (D., Colo.) and Clifford R. Hope (R.. Kan.). 


While the Commission did file unanimous reports on all but two 


of its 51 recommendations, it split on the all-Important question of 
how a Missouri Basin Authority should be organized. 


A majority of eight said thi* should be a federal authority. Three 


said it should be «n interstate compact with the federal government

Webb Changes Mind About 
Coast Going Major League

T OS ANGELES—(NEA)—When Del E. Webb boufhTthe Yankee 
M-> empire at a bargain-basement rate seven years ago, he believed 
he had a panacea for the weaker major league franchises. 


The one-time Fresno boy, who in Phoenix parlayed a carpenter's 


hammer and saw into B, multi-million-dollar-nation-wide construc- 
tion company, said to their owners, "Go west, old man!" In his 
book, it was as simple as that 


Sure, there would be a few complications, territorial rifhts and 


whatnot, but. basically, all required was men with money and the 
notion. 


"You 
can't stop progress," said Del Webb, coining a line. "Soon 


there won't be a vacant lot between Santa Barbara and San Diego." 


But Webb has now been in organized baseball as something besides 


a frustrated pitcher long enough to realize that the cost of satisfying 
the other Pacific Coast League clubs and building or enlarging parks 
would be too great. 


PFO be economically feasible and sound schedule-wise, there would 
•*• have to be two American or National League clubs on the coast— 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco. That would mean the transplant- 
ing of four Coast League franchises, and just where would they put 
them? 


Webb believes that the remarkable growth of the far west even- 


tually will take care of that. But as far as the Coast League going 
major as a group, he stresses it has a long way to go to meet eligibility 
requirements—in population, parks and parking. 


"Freeways may ease Los Angeles traffic jams in three or four 


years." concludes Webb, "but it would be extremely difficult to find 
a site for a centrally-located park, not to mention parking space, 
unless provision was made for the latter beneath the playing field 
and stands. You can't obtain • building permit In Los Angeles now 
unless the builder is providing for off-street parking."

Don Conaway Tells Rotarians 
About Underground Storage 
Of Gas in Abandoned Fields 


Warren Rotarians heard from D. 


E. Conaway, 
president of 
the 


Pennsylvania Gas Company, about 
the underground storage of natural 
gas when they 
met "for their 


weekly luncheon at 
the YWCA 


Monday. It was a subject about 
which most of the club .members 
kjiew very little, and Mr. Cona- 
way's talk was -well delivered and 
held the rapt attention of the club. 


The speaker used as an example 


a gas 
field which • was opened 


about 1900 and in which 15 wells 
were ultimately drilled. The flow 
of the original well was 5,000,000 
cubic feet per day, gas being found 
at a depth of 1800 feet. With the 
drilling of tnc second 
well 
the 


original rock pressure had decreas- 
ed from 700 pounds to 650 pounds, 
and after gas had been sold from 
this field for 50 years, the pres- 
sure decreased to 70 pounds. The 
field was then purchased by the 
Pennsylvania Gas company for use 
as underground storage and was 
re-filled with gas from Texas. Mr. 
Conaway told of the problems in- 
volved in putting a field into use 
for storage, the completion of re- 
cords, checking of title and struc- 
tural geology, and said it has re- 
quired as much as one entire year 
to clean out a single 
well. The 


Rotarians were interested to hear 
him tell of the quick change, only 
last Saturday, from 
putting gas 


back into storage to taking it out 
again 
when 
the 
temperature 


changed as much as 30 degrees in 
five hours. 


While there were but five under- 


ground storage plants in 1930, this 
had increased to 142 last year with 
a capacity of 915 billion cubic 
feet. His company,, Mr. Conaway 
stated, stores about 
six billion 


cubic feet.
